numbers to men turning 19 
years old this year and estab- 
lish the order of callups next 
year began today with June 20 
getting No. 30. 


The second number drawn 


gave No. 70 o those whose 
birthday is Sept. 2. • 


The 
first 
numbers 
were 


drawn by two of six youth ad- 
visers to the Selective' Service 
System, J. Brewster Bede of 
Morton, Wash., age 22, and Va- 
lerie Van Buren of Washington. 
D.C. 


The matching of numbers 


and birthdates started after the 
plexiglass drums holding the 
capsules had been rotated to 
mix them up for half an hour. 


Curtis W. Tarr, draft direc- 


tor, came from a sick bed to 
open the ceremonies and say 
that the chances of these young 
men being drafted next year 
a,re growing slimmer as the 
military manpower needs go 
down. 


The draft law expired June 30 


and Congress is not expected to 
pass a new one until after it 
fakes a summer vacation end- 
ing Sept. 8. 


Of the nearly two million 


men born in 1952, only a frac- 
tion can expect to be drafted. 
The Pentagon has estimated it 
will need 114,000 draftees in the 
fiscal year that ends next June 
30, and the winding down of the 
Vietnam war has steadily re- 
duced draft calls.

Illegible Handwriting Causes Problems 


BY ANN LANDERS 


DEAR A N N LANDERS: 


Since you see more crazy 
handwriting, 
lousy 
spelling, 


undecipherable signatures and 
convoluted sentence structure 
than anyone in the world, you 
should be especially sympa- 
thetic to my problem. 


I work for a direct mailing 


company. Every day we re- 
ceive about 10,000 requests for 
gifts and catalogs. If we can't 
read an address we guess. If 
the writing is so bad that we 
can't even guess, we must 
throw away the letter. Within 
four weeks (the time allowed 
for delivery), we usually re- 
ceive a nasty blast accusing 
us of being crooks, threaten- 
ing us with the law. etc. Here 
is a sample:

coveries may turn up. 


"The research people are 


quite Imaginative these days. 
Many of their proposals look 
quite interesting, with good 
ideas for drugs and steriliza- 
tion techniques." says Dr. 
Philip A. Corfman, director of 
the Center for Population 
Research of the National In- 
stitute of Child Health and 
Human Development here. 


The center spent $28.1 mil- 


lion this fiscal year to support 
population research. S o m e 
was for contracts for investi- 
gations by private industry, 
others grants to individuals or 
institutions, while a small 
amount, $1.5 million went for 
intramural research at the 
institute, conducted by a staff 
of 54 persons under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Charles Lowe. 


The Tydings-Scheur bill pass- 


ed by Congress last Decem- 
ber called for boosting annual 
research funds to $65 million 
by 1973, and for supporting 
contraceptive services to the 
amount of $30 million in fiscal 
1971, $60 million in 1972, and 
$90 million in 1973. 


Even with the $38 million 


available for research this 
year—a boost of $10 million 
over last year—the center is 
able to fund only half of iti 
approved applications. 


Worry About Clots 


Some spur to expanded re- 


search 
stems 
from 
worry 


about long-term safety of the 
pill, with authorities disagree- 
ing whether the increased risk 
associated, for example, with 
blood clotting warrants turn- 
ing from the pill. A majority 
of experts seem to think not, 
at least until something as 
effective as the pill comes 
along. 


Last y e a r , funds were 


doubled for research in eval- 
uating the effects of oral 
contraceptives, to $3.5 million, 
in a program directed by Dr. 
John S c h r o g i e , a clinical 
pharmacologist. This year, the 
program will spend about $4.3 
million, mostly for research 
on the pill. 


The three main avenues of 


research into new methods of 
birth control involve drugs, 
sterilization, and devices. 


On new drugs: 
Studies of basic physiology, 


of what happens in the vari- 
ous intricacies in the mechan- 
isms of human reproduction, 
will bring insights for new 
drugs or other techniques for 
use by men as well as women, 
some authorities think. Some 
such findings will also assist 
childless couples to at least be 
able to conceive. 


Meanwhile, research is well 


advanced on a small number 
of new drug candidates. 


One is the minipill, contain- 


ing only a small amount of 
the female hormone, prog- 
esterone, and free of the 
estrogen which is blamed for 
causing the clotting tendency 
in the current pill. The ex- 
periments include putting a 
year's supply of progesterone 
in a Silastic capsule, which is 
implanted under the skin, 
there to release a tiny amount 
of hormone daily. 


More Side Effects 


Another is the morning-after 


pill, a large dose of estrogen, 
or progestin which apparently 
acts to prevent a fertilized 


.. .for ever 
ever. 


pgg from becoming implanted 
in the wall of the uterus or 
womb It's been called effec- 
tive ever, if taken a few days 
after i n s e m i n a t i o n has 
occurred. U n d e s i r e d side 
effects are a hurdle to its 
general use. 


Other researchers report 


high promise from injections 
of hormones once every three 
or six months. 


Still others have synthesized 


the brain hormone that sets in 
motion the cycle of release of 
hormones essential in ovula- 
tion, the menstrual cycle, and 
maintenance of a pregnancy. 
Now they hope to make a 
false substitute for this releas- 
ing factor, as it is called, that 
would prevent the pituitary 
gland from sending out its 
hormone instructions. 


And there's keen interest in 


hormone-like s u b s t a n c e s 
k n o w n as prostaglandins, 
which have been used to 
induce early or late abortions, 
by intusion into a vein, or to 
induce labor when a woman is 
near term. 


Now, experiments with tab- 


lets of prostaglandins placed 
in the vagina show promise of 
safely bringing on a men- 
strual period. 


Sterilization: 
Last y e a r , 750,000 men 


voluntarily underwent steril- 
ization by vasectomy. the 
severing of tubes through 
which sperm travel, and about 
75 per cent of people volun- 
teering for surgical steriliza- 
tion now are men, says the 
Association for V o l u n t a r y 
Sterilization. 


A simplified operation for 


\vomen, with instruments in- 
serted through two tiny inci- 
sions in the abdomen, severs 
the Fallopian tubes—pathways 
of eggs coming from 
the 


ovaries—and involves only a 
few hours time in a hospital. 


Hopefully, new research will 


produce techniques that could 
be reversed 
with a later 


change of mind. One possi- 
bility is to block the male or 
female tubes with plugs that 
could be removed

The 
first 
numbers 
were 


drawn by two of six youth ad- 
visers to the Selective Service 
System, J. Brewster Bede of 
Morton, Wash., age 22, and Va- 
lerie Van Buren of Washington. 
D.C. 


The matching of numbers 


and birthdates started after the 
plexiglass drums holding the 
capsules had been rotated to 
mix them up for half an hour. 


Curtis W. Tarr, draft direc- 


tor, came from a sick bed to 
open the ceremonies and say 
that the chances of these young 
men being drafted next year 
a.re growing slimmer as the 
military manpower needs go 
down. 


The draft law expired June 30 


and Congress is not expected to 
pass a new one until after il 
takes a summer vacation end- 
ing Sept. 8. 


Of the nearly two million 


men born in 1952, only a frac- 
tion can expect to be drafted. 
The Pentagon has estimated it 
will need 114,000 draftees in the 
fiscal year that ends next June

This year's lottery procedure 


was streamlined in hopes of 
shortening it. It took 3],z hours 
last year.

"youth advisers" took turns 
plucking the capsules out of 
two drums, rotating the drum 
to mix the capsules after each 
draw. 


This year's procedure had six 


advisers taking turns drawing 
lots of 20 capsules each, with 
only three spins of the drum 
every 20 draws. 


This is the second year of the

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The New Attitude Toward Peking 


There was nothing unusual or 


unexpected about Secretary of State 
William Rogers' announcement that the 
United States officially would back the 
seating of the Peking regime in the 
United Nations. The move was long 
overdue although its tardiness was not 
all the fault of the Nixon Administration. 
But there remain some unanswered 
questions. 


In his remarks, Mr. Rogers said of 


the Peking leadership, "after all they 
represent about one-fourth of the people 
on the surface of the earth," but this has 
not changed from the time when the 
followers of Mao Tse-tung decisively 
defeated the Nationalists under Chiang 
Kai-shek and forced them to seek refuge 
on Taiwan. What has changed is the 
attitude in the United States, the 
realization, partly born of the Korean 
and Vietnamese conflicts, that only 
massive American intervention could 
restore the Nationalists and there might 
not even be a world left if we did. There 
also is the trend away from terror of 
communism in the United States. 


Officially the 'United States will 


continue to support the membership of 
Taiwan in the United Nations but exactly 
in what category, particularly because 
of the sensitive Security Council seat, 
has not been spelled out. Since last fall 
the Nixon Administration has been 
referring to the Nationalist government 
on Taiwan as "Taiwan" rather than the 
"Republic of China." But it also has 
requested that, while a simple majority 
in the United • Nations could admit 
Peking to membership, the two-thirds 
vote should be required to oust another 
power, specifically Taiwan. 


Currently both the Nationalist 


Chinese and the Communist Chinese 
claim to represent all of China including 
what both have continued to consider the 


"province" of Taiwan. It seems likely 
that in the future, after Chiang Kai-shek 
and Mao Tse-tung have passed on. that 
Taiwan may become independent. At 
least there is sure to be a growing 
Taiwanese independence movement as 
all-out backing of the United States for 
the Nationalist Chinese disappears. 
While younger Nationalist Chinese may 
be no less anti-Communist and no less 
dedicated to the cause of a non- 
Communist government in Peking, they 
may be more rcalicti^tic than the aged 
Chiang Kai-shek. In a small .way 
perhaps, the American change is a tacit 
acknowledgement that the Nationalists 
are little more committed to democracy 
than are the Communists although their 
repression has not been as great in 
recent years and their economic ad- 
vances far better. 


There is a difference in opinion about 


qualifications for membership in the 
United Nations. If the Charter's 
requirement of being a "peace loving 
nation" is adhered to, there might be 
many outcasts and the United States 
itself could come under question after 
some of our activities in Vietnam. But 
more and more, in the light of the U.N.'s 
obvious impotence actually to enforce 
peace or justice "or liberty, membership 
has been construed as being more 
universal. With such an interpretation 
Peking long ago should have been 
recognized as the government body on 
mainland China and admitted to the 
U.N. 


There must be different attitudes for 


different times in history. But one must 
speculate about what changes might 
have taken place in Asia, possibly how 
many lives might have been saved and 
how much misery and horror prevented 
had American leaders in the early 1950's 
had the attitude toward China that they 
have today. 


Foreign Aid Programs Need Correction 


While the House of Representatives 


defers appropriating more money 
to supply Pakistan with arms, a 
look at the costs to the United Nations for 
the plight of the East Pakistanis might 
well be in order. 


The East Pakistanis, never an af- 


fluent groupi were hit by a major 
typhoon, tidal wave and flood last 
spring. Little assistance came from the 
government with its headquarters in 
West Pakistan which could have been 
one reason for the revolt against the 
central government by the Bengalis in 
East Pakistan. Originally the. latter 
merely wanted autonomy but there was 
no question about demanding the rights 
to foreign policies or defense. 


But whether there really was an 


undercover move toward real secession, 
the government of General Yahya 
decided to put down any dissent. 
Repression was brutal. Reportedly 
thousands of East Pakistanis, men, 
women and children, were killed and 
hundreds of villages destroyed. Millions 
of refugees have fled to India. Others 
live as best they can in whatever shelter 
they can find. Guerrilla warfare con- 
tinues as the Bengalis now demand 
independence and have named the area 
Bangla Desh. The government of West 
Pakistan concedes that such warfare 
may go on for years. 


A United Nations team reviewing the 


situation has come up with a minimal 
amount of $28 million needed im- 
mediately in East Pakistan. The report 
cites the extensive exodus from urban to 
rural areas, the "uncalculated losses" of 
crops. Transportation by railway and 
road has been cut 75 per cent so it is 
extremely difficult to move any 
available supplies. In addition to the 
basic food needs, tugboats, trucks, 
blankets, corrugated iron, plastic 
sheeting and medical supplies are in 
'desperately short supply. Such United 
Nations agencies as the World Food 
Programme, the Food and Agriculture

We are maintaining a 
military junla in power in Greece, 
possibly at the expense not only of Greek 
liberals but of our own long-range in- 
fluence in that area as the Communists 
gain allegiance among the dissidents. 
We may be doing the same in Pakistan. 
Certainly we are not militarily going to 
help Pakistan put down the Bengal 
rebels. What will be the attitude 
towards the United States of the 
Bengalis as years of guerrilla warfare 
continue and the leaders become more 
and more under the influence of 
.Maoists? From both humanitarian and 
practical views, our aid programs need 
rorrection. 


Looking Backward 
Oshkosh Revere House Praised

The cult that continues to 


build around Mr. Ralph Nader 
is worth attention — not quite 
as much attention as is invited 
to the subject by those who 
treat Mr. Nader chiliastically.

The 
king sits on the throne and 
says all leftrhanded serfs to 
the field, and all red-handed 
serfs to the laundry. Any 
arbitrary allocation, not done 
by the free market, is going to 
be destroyed the day it's 
done." 


The Wriston Report on 


Ralph Nader notes that in the 
old days, Nader did all his 
research himself, and checked 
and double-checked it "But 
he began to franchise himself 
like a fried chicken stand." 
Now he sends out Raiders. 
"He puts out what he accuses 
others of, a shoddy product at 
inflated prices 
Nader is a 


direct descendant of the great 
Populists," summarizes Mr. 
Wriston. "There are family 
trees in American political life 
and 
the 
Populist- tree 


flourishes now and then. He 
believes in his soul, I'm sure, 
that 
an 
alert 
federal 


bureaucracy is smarter than 
the people." 


One suspects that Ralph 


Nader's ' perfectionism 
suggests to him that the
